While the constitutional phase has its place, if is 
only natural that, indiv idual profit should be the test ap­ 
plied to the act and its administration, for it was dev ised 
to help the indiv idual farmer. 
Now we hav e a peculiar situation 
arising ov er the 
question of that indiv idual profit. 
In the cotton section 
there is widespread rev olt against operation of the ad­ 
justment program. 
In the eorn-hog section there is wide­ 
spread approv al of it. 
We dismiss the corn sealing program as not a part 
of the adjustment operation. 
That merely was a ease of 
prov iding credit to farmers who could not obtain bank 
credit to enable them to hold corn back from market un­ 
til better prices could be obtained. 
Adjustment of acres 
is the point of disagreement. 
H ow far the farmers of the corn belt go in analy zing 
the causes of present conditions is problematical. 
Cer­ 
tainly a large proportion will say that they are better off 
than they were two y ears ago, as they are. and will at­ 
tribute their situation to the AAA. 
Some attribute much 
of their condition to political causes and others say they 
pay little attention 
to polities 
and do not hav e much 
Confidence in the politicians and their doings in W as h ­ 
ington. 
One outstanding fact is that the drouth through the 
wheat and the corn area so reduced production that the 
s u r p l u s , which for y ears had hung ov er midwest farmers, 
was wiped out. 
Prices ascended along with the thermo­ 
meter last summer and 
they stay ed 
along 
with 
the 
drouth. 
This would hav e happened had AAA nev er been 
heard of. 
Howev er, the agricultural adjustment act prov ided 
some frills that the drouth did not offer. 
It paid the far­ 
mers for farming the acres taken out of production. Some 
farmers receiv ed 
full price 
for corn not produced 
on 
farms where nothing was produced because of drouth, 
which w as pretty good for such farmers. 
They receiv ed 
pay for hogs they did not raise, which also was pretty 
good in a drouth y ear when high prices would hav e been 
paid for corn writh which hogs could he finished. 
It was 
not necessary to pay the high prices for corn for feeding, 
because the imaginary hogs already were on the market 
— or off the market. 
Drouth raised the prices of grains directly and the 
price- 
of animals 
indirectly . 
For that 
the A A A can 
claim no credit. 
For the pay ments for acres not planted 
and for hogs not marketed and 
for pigs bought and 
slaughtered with great waste of food, the AA A is entitled 
to the credit. 
Net results in the eorn-hog area hav e been that the 
farmers hav e turned a y ear with some profit and more 
av ailable cash than when grain did not pay the freight 
and some meat animals 
w ere marketed in similar situa­ 
tions. 
At least there is not m u ch controversy in t he corn- 
w heat-hog ar^a 
over the A AA . 
It is conceded tha t far­ 
mers w ho a lre a d y had redu ced ac res and had tu rn ed to 
legu m es are getting t he worst of it, an d t ha t as a definite 
and pe r m a n e n t policy it m ay be qu estionable, bu t a s an 
ex perim ent it has m u ch more to re c o m m e n d it than had 
.he NRA which was set u p to olf-o't what A AA might do 
and did offset m u ch that it did. 
Fxcept for the d ro u th, 
the one wou ld ha \ e practically offset the o the r a n d t he 
governm ent action wou ld ha \ e show n u p a s a blank. 
Down w here the cotton blossoms grow it is different. 
T here is a bitte r controversy in the sou th o ver the 
merits of the A A A as h is applied to the cotton planta-
